Though kedeeea is no Tonger re- 
quired in large bulks for the in! 
of balloons, the cessation of hostilities |' 
has only temporarily checked the 
consuniption of hydiogen. In fact, 
the war, which has brought home to 
| many. engineers and business men 
how' easily hydrogen and oxygen van 
be genevated, will probably lead to | 
an increased demand for these gases, 
and to their wider appreciation in

the two decomposition products of,
